We doubt if the attempts 
ot one or of 


threg? sessions will present 
such laws 


as will be acceptable 
to the whole peo- 


ple. 
It is more than doubtful if any 


general system applying alike to the 
whole State 
can 
ever 
be 
perfected. 


Legislation on irrigation is a subject 
as intricate 
and perplex iug as that of 


railroad 
freights 
and 
tares. 
What 


would meet the demands of one local- 
ity is not adapted 
to nor acceptable 
to 


another. 
The first and 
most 
impor- 


tant point to be settled 
is who owns 


the waters of our lakes and rivers?the 
State 
or individuals? 
After this is 


determined 
as It should be, la favor of 


the State, 
then 
we may 
begin 
the 


study 
of the second 
sectiou?how 
to 


utilize tlie water and serve it fairly 
and 
impartially 
to those 
on whose 


lands 
it is needed. 
This Winter 
the 


Legislature will be flooded with irri- 
gation bills. 
There will be a deluge 


of them, and nine-tenth 
; of them will 


be as wild and impracticable 
as their 


authors are uninformed and inexperi- 
enced 
on the subject ou which 
they 


are trying to legislate. 


Define Your Principles. 


Hardly 
anything in this world is 


perfect. 
Men ami things are full of 


errors, and nothing is done that might 
not have 
beeu done better. 
It is an 


easy task to point out imperfections, 
but to suggest correctives 
is quite an- 


other matter. 
The administration 
of
